Sao Paulo, Brazil, Apr. 2*0, ’14. 
Editor Journal. 
Dear Sir: 
After one night upon the ocean 
from Rio Jeneiro we reached Santos, 
an important sea port of 50,000 in­ 
habitants, and the (greatest coffee 
market in the world. 
About four- 
fifths of all the 
coffee being export­ 
ed from this place. 
vSao Paulo, our destination, is only 
20 milos distant, situated upon 
a 
plateau 
of 
2 00*0 feet 
in heigth, 
which 
is reached 
by an excellent 
railway built 
by 
English capital. 
This city of 400,000 inhabitants, 
is 
a rival of Rio, but is not so cosmo­ 
politan, yet a more desirable place 
to live on account of the climate, 
which reminds one of that of Den­ 
ver. 
The homes are uniformly com­ 
fortable and kept sanitary by regu­ 
lar inspection. 
The streets are well 
paved with solid 
granite 
blocks, 
about twice the size of our ordinary 
brick, which are simply laid in the 
deep red clay of the streets, 
and 
when finished are supposed to 
last 
forever. 
They remind me of 
the 
granite blocks, both in size and in 
structure of those found upon 
the 
streets of Pompeii ages after 
that 
city was destroyed. 
Automobiles 
are 
very numerous 
here, mostly of French manufacture, 
and are very noisy. 
It looks like a blending of ages 
when oxcarts and automobiles 
are 
seen upon the same street at 
the 
same time. 
Business is conducted 
very deliberately. 
You can t hurry 
anybody. 
I waited some S or IO 
minutes before I could cash a certi­ 
ficate at the hank. 
Checks are not 
used in payment of debts as with us 
but the creditor receives his money 
or pay direct from the man or firm 
who owes him. 
A visit to the snake farm is al­ 
ways full of interest to strangers. It 
is located 
beyond 
the 
city limits 
upon a beautiful promontory over­ 
looking the city. 
It is a government 
lnstituton of world wide reputation, 
and is under the management of Dr. 
Vital do Brazil, who has discovered 
an antitoxine from the virus of pois­ 
onous snakes which a certain anti- 
dot** to the bites of three r* ptiles. 
.Several 
hundred 
snakes are 
con­ 
stantly on 
hand 
from which 
the 
working force of the institution are 
busy making serums and antitox- 
ines. All kinds of serums are pre­ 
pared here and are used extensively 
all over the country. 
People of the United States have 
not y* t realized the Importance and 
growth of ' this 
South American 
trade. 
Statistics show that the Unit­ 
ed States receives ti per cent. 
of 
its exports, but exports to that coun­ 
try only 12 per cen*, while England 
receives only 19 per cent., but 
her 
export 
amount to 49 per cent. Ger­ 
many receives 16 per cent, and sends 
out 25 per cent, of this South A n t e r i 
can trade 
all of which shows how 
much we ar** behind other nations 
in exportation of our products. 
English capital here 
is 
‘JO times 
that of the United Stotts, the rea 
son 
for which I must not take time 
to discuss, — but 
we 
do 
lead all 
competitor* in engineering, motor 
and electric works and in all high 
class mechanical skill. 
What this country most needs Is 
schools 
Primary education is 
not 
universal. 
Children are not com­ 
pelled to attend school even where 
they have the opportunity. 
The illiterate people are th* poor, 
and will continue to be until they 
are better educated, so they 
can 
think and act for themselves.
